Visit to a Turkish boy—the castle* o f 
i»h bath, and its consequence*. 
the D ar da ne l le s —Turk« 


At anchor, waiting fora wind. 
Called to-day on the 
_________ 
-day 
Bey Effendi, commander of the two castles, “ Europe 
and “ A sia.” between which w e lie. 
A pokerish-look 
ing dwarf, with ragged beard and high turban, 
and a 
tall Turk, 
who I 
am sure never smiled since he was 
born, kicked off their slippers at the threshhold and ush­ 
ered us iuto a chamber on the second story. 
It was a 
luxurious l'fitle room, lined completely 
with cushions, 
the muslin covered pillows 
o f down, 
leaving only a 
place for the door. 
The divan was aa broad as a bed, 
and, save the difficulty of rising from it, it was perfect 
as a lounge. 
A ceiling o f inlaid woods, embrowned 
with smoke, windows o f small panes, fantastically set, 
and a place lower than the floor for the attendants to 
stand and leave their slippers, were all that was pecu­ 
liar else. 
T he hey entered in a few minutes, with a pipe-bearer, 
an interpreter, and three or four attendants. 
He was a 
young man, about twenty, and excessively 
handsome. 
A clear, olive complexion, a moustache o f silky black, 
a thin, aquiline nose with 
almost transparent nostrils, 
cheeks and chin rounded into a perfect oval, and mouth 
and eyes expressive of the most resolute firmness, and, 
at the same time, 
girlishly 
beautiful, completed the 
picture of the finest looking fellow I have seen within 
my recollection. 
IIis person was very slight, and hia 
feet and hands small, and particularly well shaped.— 
Like most of his countrymen of latter years, his dress 
was half European, and much less becoming, of course, 
than the turban and trovvser. 
Pantaloons, rather loose, 
aligh t fawn-coloured short jacket, a red cap, 
with a 
blue tsvssel, and stockings, without shoes, 
were enough 
to give him the appearance o f a dandy half through his 
toilet. 
He entered with an indolent step, bowed, with­ 
out smiling, and, throwing one ofhis feet 
under him, 
sunk down upon the divan, and b eck o n « ! for 
bis pipe. 
T he Turk in attendance, kicked 
off his slippers, and 
gave him the long 
tube with its amber mouth-piece, 
setting the bowl into a basin in the centre of the room. 
The bey put it to his handsome lips, and drew till the 
smoke mounted to the ceiling, and then handed it, with 
a graceful gesture, to the commodore. 
The conversation went on through two interpretations. 
T he bey’s interpreter spoke Greek and Turkish, and 
the ship’s pilot, who accompanied us, spoke Greek and 
English, nnd the usual expressions of good feeling, and 
offers o f mutual services were thus passed between the 
puffs of the pipe with sufficient facility. 
T he dwarf 
soon entered with coffee. 
The small gilded cups liad 
about the capacity o f a good wife’s thimble, and were 
covered with gold tops to retain tho aroma. 
T he fra­ 
grance of the rich berry filled the room. 
W e acknowl­ 
edged, at once, the superiority of the Turkish manner 
o f preparing it. 
It is excessively strong, and drunk 
without milk. 
I looked into every corner while the attendants were 
removing the cups, but could see no trace o f a book. 
T en or twelve guns, with stocks inlaid with pearl and 
silver, two or three pair of gold-handled pistols, and a 
superb Turkish cimeter and holt, 
upon the waits, 
hut there was no other furniture. 
W e rose, after a 
half hour’s visit, and were bowed out, by the handsome 
effendi, coldly and politely. 
As w e passed under the 
walls of the castle, on the way to the boat, w e saw six 
or seven wom en, probably a part ofh is harem, peeping 
from the embrasures o f one of the bastions. 
Their 
heads were wrapped in white ; one eye only left visi­ 
ble. 
It was easy to imagine them Z u leik a s, after hav­ 
ing seen their master. 
W ent ashore at Castle Europe, with one or two of 
the officers, to take a bath. 
An old Turk, sitting upon 
his linms, at the entrance, pointed to the low door at his 
side, without looking at us, and w e descended, by a 
step or two, into a vaulted hull, with a large, circular 
ottoman in the centre, and a very broad divan all around. 
T w o tall young mussulmeri, with only turbaus and 
waistcloths to conceal their natural proportions, assisted 
us to undress, and led us into a stone room, several de­ 
grees warmer than the first. 
W e walked about here for 
a few minntes, and as w e began to perspire, were tak­ 
en into another, filled with hot vapour, and, for the first 
moment or two, almost intolerable. 
It was shaped like 
a dome, wth twenty or thirty small windows at the top, 
several basins at the sides into which hot water was 
pouring, and a raised stone platform in the centre, upon 
which we were all requested, by gestures, to lie upon 
our backs. 
The perspiration, by this time, was pour­ 
ing from us like rain. 
I lay down with the others, and 
a Turk, a dark-skinned, fine-looking fellow, drew on a 
mitten of rough grass cloth, and, laying one hand upon 
m y breast to hold me steady, commenced rubbing me, 
without water, violently. 
The skin peeled off under 
the friction, and I thought he must have rubbed into the 
flesh repeatedly. 
Nothing but curiosity to go through 
the regular operation of a Turkish bath prevented my 
crying out “ enough 1” 
He rubbed aw ay, turning mo 
from side to side, till the rough glove passed smoothly 
all over my body and limbs, and then, handing nte a 
pair of wooden slippers, suffered me to rise. 
1 walked 
about for a few minutes, looking with surprise at the 
rolls o f skin he had taken from me, und feeling almost 
transparent as the hot air blew upon me. 
In a few minutes my mussuhnan beckoned me to fol­ 
low him to a small room, where he seated me on a stone 
beside a font of hot water. 
H e then made some thick 
soap-suds in a basin, and, with a handful of fino flax, 
soaped and rubbed me all over again, and a few dashes 
of the hot water, from a wooden saucer, completed the 
bath. 
T he next room, which had seemed so warm 011 our 
entrance, was now quite cltilly. 
W e remained here 
until vve were dry, and then returned to the hall in 
which our clothes were left, where beds were prepared 
on the divans, aud we were covered in warm cloths, 
and left to our repose. 
T he disposition to sleep was 
almost irresistible. 
W e rose in a short lim e, and went 
to the coffee-house opposite, when a cup of strong cof­ 
fee, and a hookah smoked through a highly ornamented 
glass bubbling with water, refreshed us deliciously. 
I have had ever since a feeling o f suppleness nnd 
lightness, which is like wings growing at my feet. 
It 
certainly is a verv great luxury, though, unquestionably, 
most enervating as a habit.

make. 
No request, or iniimation even, from any person or 
jiersons ha» induced or inllucnced me to make lliia comiiiuui- 
caiion. 
But I frankly avow that the defamatory and vilely 
wicked reports which liave come lo iny ear», circulated in- 
sidionsly, and, no doubt, by some with great zeal aud industry, 
have, 111 my opinion, made it iiiy duty to present myself to the 
public in a st>Atemoiil of auch iiifurmalioii a» I have in regard 
to this iiiatitutioii. 
My first acquaintance willi this iii«litutioii was in the year 
1829, and my inquiries were then made lo enallo me to an­ 
swer a letter fioni Mr» t Juisiuger, of Philadelpliis, the lady of 
(Japt. G. of the United State» Navy. 
In the discharge uf mjr 
duty ou that occuaion, 1 acquired such infurination a» induced 
me, two year» afierw..rds, lo place two ol luy children at this 
Scln»ol, and also the child of a deceased Ifiend, left to my cara 
by the will of her lather, lUid whose mother was also dead. 
From this lime, viz. Ajiril, 1831, my aequaintance with ths 
Seliool became very intimate, and my visits lo it were, ou an 
average, from that time to the present, once a fortmght. 
In December, 1832, the child of my deceased friemi became 
sick, and aller reinaiuing at the iustilution about two luoutli«, 
was brought to my house, aud died there about one iiiuuth 
a tier wards. 
During the »ickncss of this chjid a greater intimacy and a 
more tliorougti acquaintance wiiii the inmates of the iiistilu- 
tion was liad, by me and Mrs W ., than liad before existed. 
Ilk the iiioulii ot June follow lag the decease of this ciiild, 1 
placed my two y ounger daugblers at this tíchool,—and my 
four daughters have remained there ever »iuce, exce]it that 
niy eldest has withiu that time been al homo about three 
months. 
A'he teachers at this School were educated to teach female 
youth. 
Their early imstruclion» were had with s p e c ia l relcr- 
ence to this, as ilieir profession and duty fu r tife, and when 
they have taken their religious vows they are wilhdravvn from 
the world, aud have dedicated Ihemselve» singly to this ser­ 
vice and duty. 
Tlie iScliool was upon a Catholic foundation, and the teach­ 
ers were ail of a Cbitiiuiic order of Nuns, viz. of the order of 
St. Ursuliite. 
Tlie School was, however, in a PruU'slaut com- 
muuity, and more than three tbtirths of the scholnr.» wer« of 
Protestant parents. 
The school was. iheretdre, es-sejiimlly » 
Protestan I school.
